Oldbury scheme is set to start next spring 

TOWN TO 
GET FRESH 
NEW LOOK 


WORK on a multi¬ 
million pound shopping 
and leisure centre in the 
heart of Oldbury is set to 
start next spring. 

The huge scheme, referred to 
as Oldbury Shopping Park, 
will also include a pub, restau¬ 
rants, a football centre and a 
1,500-space car park. 

It is expected to cost around 
£140 million and create 1,750 jobs. 

The shopping park will be developed 
on the former Powell Duffryn factory 
and Hunt Bros Foundry site, at the 
corner of West Bromwich Street and 
Fountain Lane in Oldbury. 
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Plans for the development, previ¬ 
ously known as The Junction, have 
been on the table for well over a 
decade, with work originally due to 
start at the 300,000 sqft site in 2008. 

Now bosses have said contractors 
could be on site, close to the existing 
Sainsbury’s store and Oldbury Retail 
Park, by spring next year. 

Talks 

They say they are already in talks 
with high street names about taking 
on shop units at the site. 

A spokesman for The Junction Fund, 
the investment group behind the 
development, said: “We are currently 
in the midst of discussions with 
Sandwell Council’s planning depart¬ 
ment regarding some amendments to 


the consented proposals for The Junc¬ 
tion development in Oldbury. 

“Subject to the amendments being 
approved, it is anticipated that we will 
be able to start on site with the con¬ 
struction programme 

spring/summer 2012. 

“However, this is also subject to suf¬ 
ficient pre-let agreements with retail¬ 
ers. We are currently in discussions 
with a number of household names 
who have expressed an interest in the 
development.” 

Developers marketing the site are 
hoping to attract big name stores to the 
site, boasting a catchment area of 
640,000 people within 20 minutes 
drive and 1.5 million within half-an- 
hour. 

Work to clear the site began in 
November 2009.

Mother fined because of officious guards 


A SINGLE mother facing a £50 parking 
fine because of over-zealous security 
guards at Sandwell Council House said 
she was disgusted by their behaviour. 

Fiona Walsh visited the council HQ in 
Oldbury last Wednesday (July 13), with her two 
children, where she waited most of the after¬ 
noon for an appointment. She was seen by an 
adviser at 5.15pm but at 5.25pm asked to leave 
for a moment to renew her parking ticket which 
was about to expire. 

The adviser assured her this would be fine 
but when approaching the exit two security 
guards warned her if she left she wouldn’t be 


able to return to complete her appointment 
because the doors closed at 5.30pm. 

She then claims that when trying to explain 
the situation she was told to “calm down and 
stop being awkward or the police will be called.” 

Miss Walsh said her seven-year-old son 
became very distressed so she returned to the 
desk to complete her appointment as quickly as 
possible. 1 ! was put in such an awkward position 
because despite not being able to afford a 
parking ticket I really didn’t want to risk losing 
my place in the queue,” she added.

Red route between Oldbury and Tipton 


MOTORISTS are banned from parking and stop¬ 
ping along a major Sandwell road for the next year 
and a half as a ‘red route’ comes into force for a trial 
period. 

The red route on the stretch of the A457 between 
Oldbury and Tipton came into force on Monday for 18 
months before a decision is made on its future use. 

It is part of an £8.5 million route improvement project 
between Smethwick and Tipton. 

The introduction of the double red line restrictions 
marks the final stretch of the red route in place along the 
A457 corridor. 

The latest phase will affect motorists driving between 
Sedgley Road West on the Tipton-Dudley border and

After the trial period is over Sandwell Council will con¬ 
sider if any variations should be made before making the 
order permanent. 

The new measures also involve three new Puffin cross¬ 
ings at Neptune Health Park, Tipton Green School and the 
Meadows Sports College; the upgrading of traffic signal 
controls at the junctions with Coneygre Road and Dudley 
Road West; improvements to pedestrian crossings on 
sideroads; and a part-time 20mph speed limit outside 
Tipton Green School 

Signage 

Councillor Derek Rowley, cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services, said: “The purpose of the 
red route is to increase traffic flow and it should ease 
congestion along Tipton to Oldbury, including the 
traffic island by Shidas Lane. 

“The Smethwick part of this particular red route 
has already come into force. The red lines went down 
some time ago but now we are going through the 
legal work and the signage is going up. Once this is 
open the A457 red route will be completed fully.” 

Red routes are already in place in All Saints Way, 
West Bromwich, and Newton Road, Great Barr. 

However, some residents have branded the 
scheme a waste of money and some traders fear it 
will hit passing trade. 


THE SCRAPPING of plans to 
phase out cheques by 2018 has 
been warmly welcomed by 
cheque book users, including 
many elderly people who prefer 
not to use cards for payments — 
and a senior Sandwell Council 
chief said they had not intention 
of changing the range of ways 
borough folk can play for council 
services. 

Sandwell Council process approx¬ 
imately 1.7 m illi on transactions per 
year, this includes payments of rent, 
business rates, parking charge 
notices, for special waste collections, 
and several other charges. 

The council has revealed that the 
public pay these in a variety of ways: 31 
per cent pay by cash and the same per¬ 
centage pay by direct debit, eight per 
cent pay by cheque as does the same per¬ 
centage of people by debit card, and just 
two per cent pay by credit card Of these 
the following applies: 

Sandwell Council deputy leader and 
cabinet member for strategic resources 
Councillor Steve Eling said: “We accept 
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any legal form of payment and currently 
offer cash counter, direct debit and 
payment facilities over the phone and on 
our website. 

“The trend for the way people pay over 
the last few years has seen a significant 
reduction in the number of people paying 
by cash and cheque, mirrored by an 
increase in the use of direct debits, 
together with people taking up the 
opportunity to pay by phone or the newer 
way of paying online. 

“We have no intention of changing the 
range of payment facilities we offer in the 
future.” 

Valued 

Dr Ros Altmann, Director-General of 
over-50s group Saga, said: “Money in the 
modern era is easy-come-easy-go; the 
ceremony of writing a cheque gives 
importance to a transaction, and 
reminds people of an era when money 
was a great deal more scarce, and a great 
deal more valued. 

“This is a fantastic victory for common 
sense. Saga has daily contact with mil¬ 
lions of older people, and we have led or 
backed every effort to ensure the powers- 


that-be know that the cheque is well 
short of being past it. 

“Abolishing cheques would have made 
things easier for the banks but would 
have made life much harder for their cus¬ 
tomers. I’m delighted that the Treasury 
Select Committee has flexed its muscles 
on this one and stood up for customers 
against the strength of the banking 
sector - it is encouraging to see the banks 
have backed down and seen common 
sense too.” 

As The Payments Council announced 
that plans to phase out cheques by 2018 
had been scrapped, Which? chief execu¬ 
tive Peter Vicary-Smith said: “This is 
great news for the millions of people who 
regularly use cheques. Whilst it may be 
more convenient for the banks to process 
other forms of payment, it’s not so easy 
for their customers. To announce a 
timetable for the abolition of cheques 
before any suitable alternatives had 
been put in place was never a good idea. 
This is a victory for common sense.” 

New research by Age UK showed that 
cheques were particularly important to 
older people with 73 per cent of them 
using them as a means of payment. 


Councils drop move for 
cancer probe at site 


CONCERNS about cancer 
links to a former landfill site in 
the Black Country will not be 
investigated after two councils 
refused to put up the money. 

The site off Weddell Wynd and Bat- 
manshill Road in Bradley has been 
worrying residents for years. 

It is owned by Sandwell Council 
but Wolverhampton City Council 
received a petition from 49 residents 
last year calling for an investigation. 

The councils have been in discus¬ 
sion about applying for a grant from 
the Government to carry out an 
investigation. 

But Sandwell Council has refused 
to support the bid and Wolverhamp¬ 
ton City Council has now decided to 
take no further action. 

Campaigners claimed that when 
they started asking questions of 
neighbours in 1995, they found 66 
people had suffered with some form 
of cancer. 

In a letter to Sandwell Council, 
Wolverhampton’s interim strategic 
director for education and enterprise 


Charles Green said he hoped that a 
“common solution” could be found. 

He added: “It is unfortunate that 
this goal has not been achieved. 

“However, I feel there remains an 
opportunity for us to reconsider the 
matter.” 

Richard Norton, environmental 
protection manager at Sandwell 
Council, said: “It would not be logical 
to consider Weddell Wynd in advance 
of sites where information suggests 
there is a higher risk. 

Evidence 

“The existing information does not 
show evidence of a pathway by which 
substances...at Weddell Wynd may 
be affecting residents.” 

A report to councillors last week 
said the city’s health chiefs declared 
that lung cancer rates across Bilston 
East were high and that age, genet¬ 
ics and lifestyle could play a role in 
this. 

Wolverhampton City Council has 
decided that no new information 
about the former landfill can be 
gained by re-investigating it. 


Locum doctor is fined 
£6,000 for fatal blunder 
but works on in Germany 

THE DOCTOR who killed the father of a 
Cradley Heath GP with an overdose of 
diamorphine has been fined 7,000 euros for 
violating the doctors’ code of conduct. 

Dr Stuart Gray’s father David died when Daniel 
Ubani, a doctor from Germany on his first shift as 
a locum in the UK, gave him the overdose. As a 
result Ubani was struck off in the UK. However, he 
is still able to work in Germany, where he was fined 
the equivalent of £6,168 last week. 

Dr Gray, of Church View Surgery and his brother 
Rory, an engineer at the European Space Agency in 
Germany, have been campaigning to have Ubani 
banned from working elsewhere, after he was 
struck off by the General Medical Council in the 
UK. A British coroner recorded a verdict of unlaw¬ 
ful killing on 70-year-old David Gray, of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire in 2008 and accused Ubani of gross 
negligence. 

Dr Gray, of Kidderminster, said: “The Doctors 
Chambers, the German equivalent of the GMC has 
fined Ubani for what happened with my father and 
other patients, but has no power to stop him from 
practising. It has told us it wants him struck off, 
but that decision is down to the local council, which 
refuses to do so.” 

The family is writing to the German Government 
and pressing for language tests for doctors.

A PRIVATE company will 
take over three Sandwell 
Council care homes in the new 
year. 

Contracts to run Grafton Lodge in 
Oldbury, Greenhaven Resource 
Centre in West Bromwich and Glebe- 
fields Resource Centre in Tipton are 
out to tender. 

The successful bidder will be 
announced in the autumn, with the 
handover in early 2012. 

Four care homes were set to close 
last year after Sandwell Council 
announced they were not fit for 
purpose. However, following a last- 
minute change of heart, the authority 
reversed its decision. 

It offered a 12-month stay of execu¬ 
tion to three of them to see if a private 
operator could be found. 

The fourth, John Dando Residential 
Centre in Hamstead Road Great Barr, 
had to close. 

It is understood two firms are 
bidding to take the three over. 

Visit 

Sandwell council leader Darren 
Cooper said: “We are waiting for the 
organisations which have expressed 
an initial interest in running Green- 
haven, Grafton Lodge and Glebefields 
to give us full details about how they 
will do it. 

“We expect to have chosen a winning 
bidder by the early autumn and for 
them to start running the three care 
homes by early 2012. 

“Staff and union representatives 
will have the opportunity to visit care 
centres these organisations already 
run and to get detailed information 
and ask questions.” 

Sandwell Council made the decision 
to save the homes and “outsource” 
them to be run by a private operator, 
despite saying they were “outdated” 
and falling below Government stan¬ 
dards when closure plans were first 
announced last September. 

Had the closures gone ahead a total 
of 76 pensioners would have been 
moved out of the homes. Under the 
new plans, residents will stay in the 
homes and staff would then be trans¬ 
ferred to the new care provider. 

Sandwell Council closed four of its 
nine homes in 2007. 

Bromford Resource Centre in West 
Bromwich, Kingsbury Resource 
Centre in Wednesbury, Knowle Res¬ 
ource Centre in Rowley Regis and 
Birchfield Resource Centre, in 
Oldbury were all closed, despite 
strong protests.

Lots more mums opt for water births 


A RADICAL overhaul of maternity serv¬ 
ices in Sandwell and Birmingham has seen a 
huge increase in the number of mums-to-be 
opting for water births and also a reduction 
in the reliance on pain relief. 

Women in the borough and the city have access 
to a new birthing centre at City Hospital and a £1 
million midwife-led unit in Smethwick is set to 
open in in October. 

Results from surveys carried out before and after 
the new unit opened at City show that the use of 


gas and air as pain relief has dropped by nearly 20 
per cent. 

The number of “low risk” mums-to-be opting for 
water births have soared from three per cent to 73 
per cent. 

Midwife 

The news follows a report for the NHS by the 
Royal College of Obstetricians and Gynaecologists, 
which said more midwife-led units are needed 
nationally so more women can give birth outside 
hospitals. 


Hospital spokeswomanJessamy Kinghorn said: 
“We have been confident for a while that women 
here have wanted more choice. 

However, Walsall Manor Hospital has been 
dealing with an influx of women from Sandwell 
about to give birth because of the maternity ward 
closure at Sandwell Hospital, during the transfer 
to City and the wait for the new unit in Smethwick. 

Up to three times the number of mums-to-be 
from the West Bromwich area are opting to give 
birth in Walsall. 


Former magistrate 
jailed for blackmail 


A FORMER magistrate and 
“pillar of society” was started 
a seven-year jail sentence on 
Saturday for blackmailing a 
man for thousands of pounds 
to pay a drugs debt. 

Businessman Robert John Dell was 
once hailed as a have-a-go hero for 
protecting a lone policeman during a 
mass street brawl in West Bromwich. 

But the father-of-two descended 
into a life of crime after he developed 
a drug habit. 

The 42-year-old turned to crime 
after amassing a large debt to drug 
dealers that built up due to his 
cocaine habit, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. 

He targeted David Tarbuck in 
March this year, telling him his 
family would be murdered unless he 
paid more than £25,000. 

Dell, a magistrate at Sutton Cold¬ 
field’s court, claimed he was being put 
up to the blackmail by a group of 
“Irish men” and said they believed 
associates of Tarbuck’s had stolen a 
£200,000 haul of cocaine. 

Mr Tarbuck, who insisted he knew 
nothing of Dell’s claims and is not 
known to the defendant, was then 
told: “What is more important, money 
or your family?” 


The victim told a friend of the 
threats, who then tipped off the 
police. 

Police mounted a surveillance oper¬ 
ation to catch Dell in the act. A 
meeting was arrangedon the car park 
of Premier Inn in Bentley Road 
North. 

Marked 

Police forensically marked around 
£5,000 and Dell picked the notes up 
from the victim’s car. 

Detectives then went to his home in 
Pentridge Close, Sutton Coldfield, 
and arrested him. 

A shotgun and a small quantity of 
Class A drugs were discovered at the 
property. 

Miss Helena Miller, prosecuting, 
told the hearing that Dell, formerly of 
West Bromwich, had admitted he 
made five telephone calls and sent 
text messages to his victim. He admit¬ 
ted blackmail and possession of a 
shotgun. 

Mr Lee Masters, defending, said: 
“He could have been described as a 
pillar of society but unfortunately the 
cocaine and its pernicious use got to 
him. ” 

Judge Michael Dudley said it had 
been a “big-time crime”. 

A charge of possession of Class A 
drugs has been allowed to he on file. 


The have-a-go hero who 
now has his reputation in 
tatters due to cocaine habit 

HE had been a respected businessman and magistrate but Robert 
Dell’s professional reputation is in tatters after he was jailed for seven 
years for blackmail and keeping a gun at his home. 

- Formerly of West Bromwich, he has his own 

engineering and welding business and served 
on the bench at Sutton Coldfield Magistrates 
Court for 16 months, presiding over dozens of 
criminal cases. He had hit the headlines in 
2009 when he was hailed a hero, winning two 
awards for stepping in to help a police officer 
dealing with a mass brawl in West Bromwich. 

Dell intervened in a fight between two 
gangs in High Street as a lone officer tried to 
stop the violence. Pc Steve Lawton, a police 
motorcyclist, had been sent to speak to a 
group of men when a fight broke out with 
another gang with men wielding weapons. 
The officer was able to disarm and arrest his 
attacker. Dell was passing and told the officer 
he would help him and kept brawlers away. 

He picked up a Good Citizen Award at the 
Police Authority Awards in Birmingham and 
went on to win a national accolade, a silver 
medal at the Association of Chief Police Offi¬ 
cers (ACPO) Police Public Bravery Awards. 
He was told his actions were “far more than 
would be expected of a member of the public.”

Suspended 
jail term for 
owner of 
attack dogs 

A TIPTON woman whose 
three dogs escaped and 
mauled a pensioner has 
avoided an immediate jail 
term. 

Victim Michael Hipkins, aged 
63, suffered deep cuts to his leg. 

His injuries were so severe that he 
had to have a skin graft. 

Mr Hipkins was bitten after the 
dogs escaped from the back garden of 
Jacqueline Nelson’s home, in Dick 
Shepherd Avenue, on April 25. 

They then attacked a Staffordshire 
bull terrier, called Troy, belonging to 
Steven Hancox. Nelson’s three 
Staffordshire bull terriers went on to 
attack Alan Hincks and his grey¬ 
hound. Mr Hincks suffered a cut to his 
right hand and his greyhound Nora 
received neck, face and leg injuries. 

Nelson, aged 45, was given a 16- 
week sentence, to run concurrent on 
each charge, which was suspended for 
12 months. 

She had pleaded guilty to three 
counts of owning a dog which was 
dangerously out of control in a public 
place and caused injury at an earlier 
hearing. 

Destroyed 

Warley magistrates also ordered 
her to pay £750 compensation to Mr 
Hipkins, and Mr Hincks £600 to help 
cover a £517 vet bill for his dog’s 
injuries, as well as £85 court costs. 

The bench also ordered Nelson to do 
150 hours of unpaid work and ordered 
that the three dogs be destroyed. 

Nelson was disqualified from 
owning a dog for ten years. 

Miss Kelly Hale, prosecuting, had 
told the court that Mr Hipkins had to 
have a skin graft on his right thigh. 

She added: “He has described 
having sleepless nights and flash¬ 
backs since the attack. 

“After Mr Hincks was attacked, 
police had to strike the dogs with 
batons to get them off.” 

Nelson was of previous good charac¬ 
ter, she added. 

In defence, Mr Peter Selby said 
Nelson deserved credit for her 
honesty after the attack, given she 
was at work when it occurred. 

“Her 22-year-old son was supervis¬ 
ing but it is to her credit she never 
once tried to blame him,” he added. 

Mr Selby said Nelson had lost sleep 
over the fact that people had been 
hurt.

Judge ‘distressed’ evidence 
was withheld in brothel case 


POLICE withheld 
evidence that casts a 
serious question mark 
over the conviction of 
a Black Country man 
who is serving seven 
years for running a 
brothel, a court heard. 

A judge said he was 
“greatly distressed” by the

claim that officers did not disclose a 
witness statement in the case of Carl 
Pritchett, which suggested prosti¬ 
tutes were working at the Cuddles 
Massage Parlour in Bearwood volun¬ 
tarily. 

Pritchett’s case is now being exam¬ 
ined by the Criminal Cases Review 
Commission, and Judge Michael 
Dudley said he was writing to the 
country’s top prosecutor over the rev¬ 
elations. 

Cuddles 

Pritchett, aged 57, of The Parade, 
Dudley, was jailed for running 
Cuddles in Hagley Road in 2006. 

It followed a raid on the brothel in 
2005 when police found 19 foreign 
women employed as sex workers. 

The parlour had an average of 490 
clients a week, bringing in £3.5 
million profit, courts have previously 
been told. 

Last week Pritchett appeared 
before Judge Michael Dudley at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court for a 
hearing under the Proceeds of Crime 
Act. 


Judge Dudley revealed Pritchett 
had handed him papers at a previous 
hearing, which he had read. 

He said: “There is information in 
there undermining the conviction, 
that the police were in possession of a 
statement revealing people were 
working in these premises voluntar¬ 
ily 16 days before the raid took place.” 

He said police had publicised the 
raid as an operation to rescue women 
who had been trafficked into the 
country, and the judge commented 
that he was “greatly distressed” by 
the documents. 

“I’m pretty sure I was told at the 
time of the trial there were no state¬ 
ments from prostitutes that in any 
way undermined the case. But there 
patently was, 16 days before the raid. 

“It doesn’t necessarily mean the 
conviction will be overturned but all I 
know is there is a serious question 
mark and it’s blatant non-disclosure.” 

West Midlands Police spokes¬ 
woman Keiley Gartland said the force 
would co-operate fully with any

Historic meeting room at Wednesbury Town Hall is set for a new lease of life 

Proposal to re-open 
old council chamber

AN HISTORIC council 
chamber in Wednesbury could 
be re-opened to the public more 
than 40 years after it was last 
used for meetings. 

The chamber on the second floor 
of Wednesbury Town Hall stopped 
being used for debates when the 
municipal borough was dissolved 
in 1966, when the town was split, 
with part becoming an area of 
West Bromwich and part Walsall. 

Wednesbury Town Hall dates back 
to 1871 and the once grand home of the 
town council is mow used as general 
Sandwell Council offices. 

Sandwell councillor Ian Jones said 
he now hopes to reopen the first floor 
chamber as a meeting room for the 
authority and community groups. 

He said: “It is a beautiful room, with 
stained glass windows depicting 
images of Wednesbury, with crests on 
the walls. 

“It hasn’t been used as a council 
chamber since 1966 and I don’t think it 


has been used for any purpose at all for 
at least the last 20 years. 

“It is a big old room and I think it’s 
really important that we make the 
most of the space we have.” 

Cllr Jones said one of the reasons the 
room has not been used in such a long 
time is that there is no access for dis¬ 
abled people. 

Lift 

He now hopes to open a lift in the 
building, which currently serves the 
adjacent Wednesbury Museum and 
Art Gallery. 

He said: “The lift that serves the 
upper floor of the museum is physi¬ 
cally part of the town hall building. 
What we want to do is open up an 
access point so that people can also get 
to the top floor of the town hall itself.” 

Cllr Jones said the exact costings for 
renovations to the lift have yet to be 
finalised. 

The plans are part of a wider pro¬ 
posal by Sandwell Council to ratio¬ 
nalise its offices and other buildings. 


Drug addict 
burglar jailed 
for four years 

A BURGLAR who raided homes in Sandwell 
to fund his drug addiction has been jailed for 
four years. 

Judge Amjad Nawaz said Lee Bastable had an 
“appalling” criminal record and had squandered 
chances to seek help for his drug problem. 

Bastable, aged 28,of Hanover Road, Rowley Regis, 
admitted two charges of burglary and two of han¬ 
dling stolen property when he appeared before 
Wolverhampton Crown Court last week. He asked 
the judge to take into consideration four other 
offences, one of burglary and three of stealing prop¬ 
erty from cars. 

Mr Andrew Wallace, prosecuting, told the court 
that Bastable broke into one house in Rowley Regis 
and took property including a laptop computer and 
jewellery and also took electrical goods from another 
property. He was also caught in possession of prop¬ 
erty that had been stolen in raids on houses in the 
area including cameras, jewellery and a games 
console. 

Mr Wallace said Bastable had a long record which 
included three previous burglary convictions 
together with other offences including aggravated 
vehicle taking and assault. 

The court heard that Bastable’s latest offences had 
been carried out while he was on bail for previous 
break-ins. 

Defending, Miss Blondelle Thompson, told the 
court that Bastable had a long-standing drug addic¬ 
tion and that he was determined to take steps to put 
his life back in order. 

She said Bastable had asked for the other offences 
to be taken into consideration because he wanted to 
make a “fresh start” on his release from prison. 

Miss Thompson told the judge: “He now wants to 
put all his offending behind him. He wants to leave 
the area to make a new start.” 

Women’s festival 
is coming home 

GMB, the union which the National Federa¬ 
tion of Women workers merged with in the 
1920s, has welcomed the Trades Union Con¬ 
gress decision to support a new venue for the 
Women Chainmakers’ festival this year - in 
Cradley Heath. 

New venue, Bearmore Mound, is in the heart of 
the community where the chainmakers worked and 
lived — and fought their successful ten week dispute 
to secure a minimum wage for the women workers in 
1910. A victory celebrated by the Labour movement 
as the first step to establishing the minimum wage. 

The seventh Women Chainmakers festival takes 
place at Bearmore Mound on Saturday, September 
17. Further details will be announced nearer the 
event, in previous years held at the Black Country 
Living Museum on the Dudley-Sandwell border. 

The festival celebrates the achievements of 800 
women chainmakers from Cradley Heath who, led 
by Socialist firebrand Mary Macarthur, founder of 
the National Federation of Women Workers, fought 
to establish a minimum wage for their labour despite 
the determined opposition of local employers. 

Struggle 

Joe Morgan, GMB Regional Secretary for Birm¬ 
ingham and West Midlands said “GMB stands on the 
shoulders of what the chainmakers of Cradley Heath 
achieved in 1910 and it is only right and proper that 
this great struggle be remembered and celebrated. 
GMB is proud to support this event and welcome it 
home to Cradley Heath.” 

Alan Weaver, TUC festival organiser said, “Bring¬ 
ing the Chainmakers’ festival back to the heart of the 
community where the women fought for their rights 
is a great achievement and we are indebted to 
Sandwell Council for their support in helping us do 
so. We are looking to make this festival an integral 
part of Cradley Heath for the foreseeable future.” 

Councillor Darren Cooper, Sandwell Council 
Leader said: “The TUC has asked us to help and we 
are delighted to be able to bring them back home to 
Cradley Heath by making Bearmore Mound avail¬ 
able.” 
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Thief cost 
scrap firm 
£20,000 in 
lost trade 

A THIEF who targeted a Black 
Country firm three times stealing 
metal made them lose £20,000 in 
trade, a court heard. 

Leigh Clarke even carried out the 
third raid when he was on bail for 
breaking into an electricity substa¬ 
tion. 

He stole £2,000 worth of metal from 
scrap traders Sims Metal Manage¬ 
ment in Cradley Heath, Dudley Mag¬ 
istrates were told last week. 

Bosses at the firm say they lost 
£20,000 in business due to the damage 
he caused, as production had to be sus¬ 
pended. 

Clarke, aged 42, of Gibbs Road, Lye, 
first broke into the site in Bassetts 
Road on June 9. He then returned 11 
days later and made off with copper 
cables worth £750 from a skip. 

Brass 

Clarke went back for a third helping 
on July 7, when he cut brass fittings 
worth £240 from gas bottles using a 
knife. 

Clarke had broken into a substation 
in The Hayes in Lye on July 2 - again 
looking for metal - but that time ended 
up empty-handed. 

He was joined by Sean McKnight, 
39, of Gibbs Road, who also appeared 
at court last week charged with bur¬ 
glary. The pair scaled a 6ft fence and 
15ft wall to get in at the substation. 

McKnight admitted burglary but 
was not involved in the Sims offences. 

Clarke pleaded guilty to burglary 
and three theft counts. 

Sentencing will be next month. 

Figures hope 
for jobless 

UNEMPLOYMENT fell nation¬ 
ally by 26,000 in the three months 
to May, to 2.45 million, and there 
were positive signs of new jobs in 
Sandwell and the rest of the Black 
Country. 

While the total unemployment 
figure dropped nationally those claim¬ 
ing Jobseeker’s Allowance actually 
increased by 24,500 last month to 1.52 
million. But in the Midlands both the 
total unemployment figure and the 
claimant count fell, suggesting a pick¬ 
up of jobs in the region’s manufactur¬ 
ing industries. 

Total unemployment in the West 
Midlands fell by 32,000 to 226,000 in 
May. Those claiming Jobseeker’s 
Allowance also fell in every part of the 
region. 

In Sandwell the claimant figure was 
down 44 to 13,241 or 7.2 per cent - still 
way above the national average of 3.7 
per cent — while in neighbouring 
Dudley it was down 111 to 9,587 (five 
per cent). 

In Birmingham the count dropped 
92 to 47,351 (7.1 per cent of the 
working population) while Walsall 
saw a drop, of 49, to 10,250 (6.5 per 
cent). 

The results of the latest economic 
survey by the Black Country Chamber 
of Commerce — for the second quarter 
of this year - indicate that whilst busi¬ 
ness confidence is continuing to 
increase, there are still doubts about 
the strength of the economic recovery, 
which could have a negative impact on 
the third quarter. 


Pub could bring 50 jobs 


A PLANNED £2.5 million pub is set to 
create 50 jobs in Wednesbury. 

Midland pub giant Marston’s is looking to 
create the new venue on land between the 
River Tame and Axletree Way, on the Gal¬ 
lagher Retail Park, near to junction 9 of the 
M6. Documents submitted with plans say the 
scheme will create 10 full-time jobs and 40 
part-time roles. 

The move to Gallagher Retail Park comes 
as part of plans by Marston’s to invest £300m 


on new pubs across the region. The plan at 
Wednesbury is to build one of Marston’s 
restaurant-style Magnum pubs. The 
Magnum model is larger,with a trading area 
of 4,800 sqft. 

Marston’s is the parent company of the 
Wolverhampton-based Banks’s brewery busi¬ 
ness, owning and operating 500 pubs across 
England and Wales. 

It announced in December its profits were 
£73.5m.

Firm wins an appeal 
over motorway sign

A HUGE advertising hoard¬ 
ing will be built next to the 
motorway in West Bromwich 
after a planning battle was 
won by developers. 

Plans by Insite Poster Group 
Limited to erect the 84ft tall V- 
shaped structure at land on the 
Giffords Recycling site in Kelvin 
Way, near Junction 1 of the M5, 
were thrown out by Sandwell 
Council planners last November. 

Planners complained the construc¬ 
tion was “unacceptable” and would 
distract drivers. 

However, the company appealed. 

Permission has now been granted 
by the Planning Inspectorate. 

Sandwell’s safety boss Councillor 
Derek Rowley said he was “disap¬ 
pointed” at the decision. 

The structure will be visible 5ft 
above the carriageway level. 

At November’s planning committee 
meeting a report said the hoarding 
was “unacceptable in terms of public 
safety and amenity”. 


The Highways Agency also objected, 
saying the size and position of the 
signs would be a distraction to 
motorists. 

They also said there would be an 
increased risk of accidents as drivers 
could be distracted when changing 
lanes. 

Acceptable 

However, the Planning Inspec¬ 
torate’s Elaine Benson said the appli¬ 
cation area is not considered an 
“accident blackspot”. 

She added the display is “acceptable 
in relation to this particular site and 
setting, on the grounds of both 
amenity and public safety and should 
be permitted”. 

Stuart Wellman, director of Insite 
Poster properties, said he was 
delighted with the decision to over¬ 
turn the council’s decision. 

He said: “We have got consent and 
we are very pleased and we will be 
looking to get the thing built. We will 
probably be looking at starting work 
this side of Christmas.” 


Coroner’s warning after the 
party drug death of reveller 


THE BLACK Country coroner 
has warned of the dangers of 
party drug mephedrone, after a 
scaffolder collapsed and died 
hours after taking the drug. 

Coroner Robin Balmain said the 
death of Roger Deeley from Rowley 
Regis should be a lesson to others 
about the dangers of the drug, also 
known as “meow meow”, which was 
made illegal last year. 

Sold as a plant fertiliser, it was clas¬ 
sified as a “legal high” before a change 
in the law following a number of 
deaths connected with mephedrone. 

Award for friends of 
brook beauty spot 

A GROUP which looks after a 
Smethwick beauty spot is celebrating 
winning an award to celebrate its 
environmental work. 

The Friends of Thimblemill Brook 
community group has won the Living 
Streets Neighbourhood Award. 

A new information board which 
gives details of local walking routes 
and wildlife was being unveiled at the 
beauty spot this week. 


The coroner said: “There are lessons 
to be learned. Mephedrone - or meow 
meow - is becoming more popular. The 
public must know that if you take any 
drug which has not been prescribed 
you have no information as to what it 
contains and the likely effect.” 

Collapsed 

Mr Deeley, aged 44, collapsed at his 
home after taking a lethal cocktail of 
cocaine and meow meow at a party on 
April 15. He died the following day. 

His partner Tracey Hollyoak, who 
lived with him in Dudley Road, told 
the inquest: “Quite a few people (at the 
party) had meow meow. I tried it but I 
didn’t like it. I didn’t feel very well. 

“We came home at 2am and stayed 
up until 6am when we went to bed. 

“We woke up at 11am and Roger 
said he didn’t feel very well and he 
was being sick.

Mr Balmain recorded a verdict of 
accidental death caused by an over¬ 
dose.

Robin Worrall pleaded guilty to 10 
counts of possessing indecent photo¬ 
graphs of children and two of possess¬ 
ing 96 pornographic images involving 
animals, at Warley Magistrates Court 
last week. 

The court heard 60-year-old 
Worrall’s computer was seized and 
searched on April 1 after a tip-off to 
the police. 

He had taught at Great Barr’s 
former Dartmouth High School, now 
Q3 Academy, and West Bromwich’s 
George Salter Secondary School, now 
known as George Salter Collegiate 
Academy before becoming a supply 
teacher in 1999. 

Photographs 

There is no suggestion any of the 
photographs are of children from the 
schools at which Worrall had taught. 

Mrs Virinder Baines, prosecuting, 
said the computer was seized from the 
house in Park Road where Worrall, 
who has been a teacher since the age 
of 20, lived with his wife. 

The search revealed 862 images of 
children of varying extremity, Mrs 
Baines added. 

Magistrates decided their sentenc¬ 
ing powers were not strong enough to 
deal with the case and committed it to 
Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

Worrall who was a science and IT 
specialist, will be sentenced on 
August 9. He was granted conditional 
bail. 

The local education authority, Q3 
Academy and George Salter Colle¬ 
giate Academy all declined to 
comment on ongoing court proceed¬ 
ings.

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Council risk 
losing levy 
income - 
Tory chief 

SANDWELL Council’s 
decision to opt out of a 
pilot scheme to tax devel¬ 
opers in return for plan¬ 
ning permission for new 
homes, retail and leisure 
projects has been criti¬ 
cised by the borough’s 
chief Tory. 

The ‘community infra¬ 
structure levy’ would give 
local authorities new power 
to ask firms for one-off cash 
awards in return for plan¬ 
ning permission for a devel¬ 
opment. The money would 
then go towards major infra¬ 
structure improvements like 
roads. 

The scheme would be in an 
addition to the existing 
‘Section 106’ agreements 
under which developer 
money has to be spent on 
specific projects as part of 
their project getting the 
green light. 

A second wave of 20 coun¬ 
cils across the country keen 
to join the levy scheme has 
been named by decentralisa¬ 
tion minister Greg Clark, 
and Sandwell Council does 
not feature. 

Spent 

Councillor Ray Nock, 
leader of the borough’s Con¬ 
servative opposition, said 
Sandwell’s decision not to 
sign up to the levy was “sad¬ 
dening”. 

He added: “Section 106 is 
not going anywhere and 
with the community infra¬ 
structure levy, money has to 
be spent in the ward where 
development is taking place. 

“It means people whose 
infrastructure is affected by 
a development, where devel¬ 
opment is taking place on 
their doorstep, get to see 
some of the benefit and I 
think Sandwell will miss out 
if it doesn’t sign up,” Cllr 
Nock added. 


Oak House project is 
to begin next spring 


WORK on a £1.6 million restoration project 
at West Bromwich’s 16th Century Oak House 
will not start until next spring. 

Final contracts for the restoration of buildings at 
the museum are set to be signed off in September, 
after which the work will go out to tender, with a 
spring start date. It had been hoped work could 
begin this autumn. 

Sandwell Council and the Heritage Lottery Fund have 
each invested around £800,000 in the scheme at the build¬ 
ing in Oak Road. 


Exam work starting 
early after switch 
to academy status 


STUDENTS at a secondary school in 
Sandwell have started work on next 
year’s GCSEs and A-levels early after 
switching to ‘academy’ status. 

The school year traditionally starts in Sep¬ 
tember but Wood Green Academy head¬ 
teacher Pank Patel said starting the syllabus 
in July would help students at the Wednes- 
bury school achieve better grades. 

The change is one of the first Mr Patel has 
made at the 1,400-pupil school since it left 
council control to become an academy earlier 
this year. 

Mr Patel said: “Academy status gives us 
more independence and flexibility which will 
help us focus more on the achievements and 
wellbeing of our students. 

“An example of an immediate change we 
have made since converting has been to start 
the new academic year in July rather than 
September to give students a head start in 
their exams.” 

‘Outstanding’ 

The school, in Wood Green Road, was pre¬ 
viously known as Wood Green High, until 
switching under the Academy Act 2010. 

It was the first school in Sandwell to make 
the switch to have been rated “outstanding” 
by Ofsted. 

The official launch event for the academy 


Two buildings will be renovated under the scheme. The 
first is a 17th Century timber-framed stable block in the 
grounds, which will host exhibitions. The second is a barn, 
dating back to the 1800s which will be developed as a shop, 
cafe, classroom, community room and toilets. 

Servants quarters in the house itself will also be restored 
as part of the scheme and opened to visitors for the first 
time. 

It is hoped that the overall improvements will see visitor 
figures increase by an extra 30,000 a year. 

Frank Caldwell, principal officer for museums, arts and 
tourism said: “Our expectation is that the contracts will be 
signed by September. 

“There has been some 
delay due to technical issues, 
as lottery bosses needed full 
details of management 
changes before things could 
move forward.” 

Work is due to start in 
February or March and 
should take between 12 to 15 
months to complete. The 
museum will remain open 
throughout the works. 

The first application for 


took place last week with a question and 
answer session for parents to raise issues 
with school bosses. Visitors were also able 
to watch demonstrations of, or participate 
in, 14 different sports 

Mr Patel said: “Academy status also 
gives greater financial freedom which 
enables us to direct more funding at our 
specific needs, rather than some funding 
decisions being made for us.” 

The launch event raised money for the 
Macmillan Cancer Support and Help for 
Heroes charities. 


lottery funding for improve¬ 
ments at Oak House was 
submitted in 1999. The 
latest bid was submitted in 
October 2008 with condi¬ 
tional approval granted in 
September 2010. 

Oak House dates back to 
1590 and is thought to have 
been named after a large 
tree which stood in front of 
the house until early last 
century. 


Locations for thousands of homes 


PLANS to build 21,500 homes in 
Sandwell in line with Government 
targets by 2026 have been revealed. 

Sandwell Council has found loca¬ 
tions for the first 12,000 homes. 
Main areas will be Hill Top, Dudley 
Port, Tividale, Brades Village, 
Oldbury, West Bromwich, Smeth¬ 
wick, Rowley Regis, Coseley and 
Tipton. The largest growth areas 
are Oldbury, West Bromwich and 
Smethwick where 3,271 homes 
could be built. This includes a 50 
acre site north of the canal in 
Smethwick which, according to 


council officers, is suitable for 803 
homes. Corbett Street, Bearwood 
Road and Windmill Lane in Smeth¬ 
wick, is suitable for 787. 

Council officers want 2,527 
homes built in Dudley Port, Tivi¬ 
dale and Brades Village area. 
Meanwhile, 1,729 homes are ear¬ 
marked for Hill Top, including 249 
on a 27-acre site at Black Lake. 

A total of 1,389 homes have been 
proposed for Rowley Regis, a site 
north of Cradley Heath town centre 
is set for 236 and there are plans for 
578 in the Coseley and Tipton area.

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Family campaign 
after son’s death 
from rare disorder 

A DEVOTED mother has spoken of the heartbreak 
of losing her 12-year-old son to a rare genetic disorder 
and now plans to raise awareness of the condition. 

Jordan Dea, from Cradley Heath, died from chronic granuloma¬ 
tous disorder, or CGD, which affects one in 250,000 people. Doctors 
initially struggled to diagnose the condition, which stunted 
Jordan’s growth, left him vulnerable to infections and in need of 
regular hospital treatment. His mother Sara, aged 39, has now 
pledged to create an information pack about the condition and 
another to help with child bereavement. 

She hopes to offer advice to other families and boost awareness 
about CGD. Mrs Dea said: “It is a rare condition and although 
Jordan had symptoms from 
birth, he was not diagnosed 
until he was two-and-a-half 
years old. We were initially told 
he had lupus and I believe if 
hospitals had more information, 
then his condition could have 
been diagnosed sooner.” 

After years in and out of hos¬ 
pital the Hasbury CoE Primary 
School pupil underwent a bone 
marrow transplant in February 
2009 at Great Ormond Street 
Hospital, London. Jordan went 
into decline after complications 
developed. He was confined to a 
wheelchair before his death in 
January this year. 

Profound 

Mrs Dea said Jordan’s death 
had a profound effect on the 
whole family, which includes her 
husband Peter, aged 39, and 
children Connor, Kirsty and 
Hannah. She said: “We have all 
had to pull together.” 

Mrs Dea, who was Jordan’s 
full-time carer, now hopes to 
raise £5,000 to create a family 
diagnosis pack offering practical 
advice to parents, GPs and 
schools. The family are also 
aiming to help create a family 
bereavement pack with the help 
of the Jeans for Genes charity.

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Teacher’s ‘joke’ 
backfires badly 


A TEACHER who “joked” he could 
sneak pupils cannabis and beer into 
their school prom has been repri¬ 
manded. 

The revelations about former physics teacher 
Robert Johnston were made at a General Teach¬ 
ing Council hearing into allegations of unprofes¬ 
sional conduct during his time at Tipton’s 
Alexandra High School, from June 2006 to May 
2007. The hearing in Birmingham was also told 
he was under the influence of alcohol at school 
and swigged gin in front of pupils in a classroom. 

Ben Bentley, outlining the case against John¬ 
ston, said he told pupils he smoked cannabis with 
his then 15-year-old son and had frank conversa¬ 
tions about “recreational use of drugs, alcohol, sex 
and relationships”. 

He said that when one pupil jokingly asked Mr 
Johnston: “Do you have a spliff sir?” he replied: 


“I’ll sneak you one for the prom. I’ll sneak you 
some beer.” 

Johnston claimed his comments were not 
serious but admitted he smelt of alcohol at school 
more than once after drinking the night before. 

The hearing was told Mr Johnston was sus¬ 
pended in 2007, when he dragged a Year 10 pupil 
out of the playground by his forearm, shouted 
aggressively at an ADHD sufferer, disturbed an 
exam, and threw a baguette at a pupil. 

Headteacher Ian Binnie, giving evidence, said 
Johnston’s behaviour “blurred the line between 
pupils and teacher”. 

Johnston left the Alexandra Road school under 
a compromise agreement and taught at Oldbury’s 
Perryfields High School. He is now leading a 
teaching project for 15 behaviourally-challenged 
pupils in Balsall Heath, Birmingham. 

The General Teaching Council handed him a 
reprimand, to stay on his record for two years.

Lottery wins for 


SANDWELL Council plans 
to restore Lightwoods Park in 
Bearwood have received a 
massive lottery boost. 

The project got initial support 
from the Heritage Lottery Fund 
(HLF) and the Big Lottery Fund 
(BIG) under their joint ‘Parks for 
People’ programme. 

Money from the Lottery comes in 
two phases and this first-round will 
now help the council develop the 
plans in much more detail. 

Anne Jenkins, head of the Heritage 
Lottery Fund in the West Midlands, 
said on behalf of HLF and BIG: “We 
are pleased to be supporting these 
initial plans to restore Lightwoods 
Park and its many historic features. 

“The park is well-loved by the local 
community and it’s great to know 
they have been so involved with 
developing the project up to now. 

“We are looking forward to working 
closely with the council as plans 
progress over the coming months.” 

When the council talked to the com¬ 
munity, people said they wanted to 
see the park’s historic features 
restored, including Lightwoods 
House and the bandstand, which are 
both Grade II listed. 

They also wanted improvements to 
the historical drinking fountains, 
Shakespeare Garden, landscape and 
lighting. 

The project will restore the park to 
its former glory to host a range of com¬ 
munity events, activities and educa¬ 
tional and training opportunities. 

A new, much larger children’s play 
area is planned, and an extension to 
the skate park. 


This initial support includes 
£250,900 of development funding 
which will enable the council to work 
on detailed designs, surveys and tech¬ 
nical drawings that will be submitted 
to HLF/BIG to apply for the full grant 
for £2.5 million. 

The council is also planning to put 
£1.65 million into the project, as part 
of the lottery funding deal. The total 
cost of the project will be £4.4 million. 

The local community and Friends of 
Lightwoods Park and House group 
are supporting the proposals. 

Councillor Steve Eling, Sandwell 
Council’s deputy leader and cabinet 
member for strategic resources, said: 
“This is fantastic news and a great 
boost to our plans for Lightwoods 
Park. 

Ownership 

“Sandwell only took over ownership 
of the park in November last year and 
we have acted quickly to get moving 
on restoring it to its former glory. 

“We welcome this support from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund and the Big 
Lottery Fund, which shows that our 
plans are good and have strong poten¬ 
tial. 

“The park is in desperate need of 
investment and this support means 
we can now develop our plans for sub¬ 
mission to lottery in 2013.” 

Lightwoods Park was gifted to 
Birmingham Corporation in 1902 for 
use as a public park but there had 
been local concern over the city’s 
apparent lack of interest in the park 
and Sandwell Council took ownership 
of it in 2010. 

It still has most of its early Edwar¬ 
dian layout.

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MP worried 
that fewer 
nurses will 
be trained 

CONCERN about nurse training in the Black 
Country has been raised in Parliament by 
Warley MP John Spellar. 

Mr Spellar revealed that the NHS in the West Midlands 
was slashing the number of nurse training places next year 
by a fifth. 

In Parliament the Labour MP said: “NHS West Mid¬ 
lands is cutting nurse training next year by a fifth and pre¬ 
dicting a reduction of 7.25 per cent over five years in the 
qualifying workforce — not bureaucrats but nurses - 
thereby denying youngsters in this country training for a 
worthwhile profession and career. 

“Is not this a scandal and a shambles, and what is the 
Minister going to do about it? 

Health Secretary Andrew Lansley replied: “The Right 
Honourable Gentleman may not know this but following 
representations made directly to me I have looked at this 
very carefully. 

“The strategic health authority is currently responsible 
for the number of nursing commissions that it undertakes. 
It has assessed the number of commissions that it should 
undertake based on its future workforce requirements and 
has reached the conclusion that it is indeed reducing the 
number of commissions in the West Midlands. 

“That is not true to the same extent in other strategic 
health authorities across the country. 

“In the listening exercise conducted by the NHS Future 
Forum, further recommendations were made about how 
we can reform education and training, and we will be 
taking those forward to try to ensure that there is greater 
collective understanding of workforce requirements.” 

Afterwards Mr Spellar MP condemned Mr Lansley’s 
reply as “complacent”. 

Shattering 

Mr Spellar said: “This is shattering news for youngsters 
who are looking forward to a career caring for their fellow 
citizens. I was disappointed but not surprised at Andrew 
Lansley’s complacent reply and I will continue to pursue 
this issue so we can have enough trained staff to look after 
our ageing population and provide good careers for our 
youngsters.” 

A spokeswoman for Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust said: “We were aware that degree 
level training places for nurses were reducing next year, 
and so have taken account of this in our planning. 

“Since plans were announced to change nursing to a 
graduate profession, we have been concerned that there 
would be less interest in nursing from our local communi¬ 
ties in nursing careers and have been developing alterna¬ 
tive types of nursing roles at other levels.”

She was trapped under 
piles of rubble and a cooker 
following the crash and had 
to be freed amid plumes of 
smoke and jets of water. 

Oldbury and Smethwick 
Community Fire Stations 
and the Technical Rescue 
Unit received the Opera¬ 
tional Excellence award at 
West Midlands Fire and 
Rescue’s Aspire awards. 


The teams were praised 
for their “diligence and 
speed” after an air ambu¬ 
lance doctor confirmed that 
their actions were responsi¬ 
ble for saving her life.

DRIVERS could face a rise of 50 per cent in their car 
insurance premiums over the next few months, motorists 
are being warned. 

A typical motoring premium for a young adult could 
increase from around £2,400 a year to £3,600. 

The expected rises could make motoring unaffordable for 
many, warns accountancy firm Mazars. 

They say that the hike in premiums could lead to more 
people driving uninsured or giving false information.

Domehawk cameras can rotate 360 degrees to keep an 
eye on several trouble hotspots and help police take action. 

Pauline Hodgetts, from the Friends of Victoria Park, 
said: “It is a shame that one or two people can spoil things 
for everybody else. Hopefully the camera will make the dif- 
1 ference and we will be able 
to keep Victoria Park as the 
jewel in the crown of 
Tipton.”

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Mother wrongfully held in 
custody after son’s death 


A MOTHER was wrongfully 
accused of murdering her 
young son, who was allegedly 
misdiagnosed by hospital 
staff. 

Abby Podmore was arrested two 
hours after her three-year-old son 
Alfie’s death and kept in police 
custody for 18 hours. 

The 20-year-old mother was eventu¬ 
ally released after a post-mortem 
revealed the youngster had died from 
pneumonia followed by septicaemia. 

The ordeal unfolded in February 
when Alfie was sent home from his day 
nursery. The youngster had attended 
the Wiggles and Giggles nursery in 
Hagley Road West, Oldbury. 

Miss Podmore was told by staff at 


Birmingham Children’s Hospital that 
the youngster had a virus. 

She was given some antacid 
stomach medicine and the pair 
returned to their home in Quinton but 
three days later she found him dead in 
bed. 

Miss Podmore told how she was not 
given an opportunity to deal with 
Alfie’s death and had only a photo¬ 
graph of her son to console her while in 
custody. 

“It was my worst nightmare,” she 
said. 

Investigating 

“I was still struggling to cope with 
the news that my little boy had passed 
away when police officers came to tell 
me I was being taken into custody on 
suspicion of my son’s murder.” 


Miss Podmore, a dental nurse, 
added: “I am ashamed that they would 
even think that I would do that to my 
child, who was my world and my 
everything. 

“They tagged me a murderer and I 
was not.” 

West Midlands Police and Birming¬ 
ham Children’s Hospital are investi¬ 
gating the matter. 

In a statement, West Midlands 
Police said: “The force has received a 
complaint from the family and this is 
being looked into by our professional 
standards department.” 

Hospital chiefs have admitted more 
could have been done to save Alfie. 

A statement said: “Investigations 
are still ongoing but it has become 
clear that there was more that we 
could have done to help Alfie.”

Council aim to make 
London take notice 


SANDWELL Council is spending thousands 
of pounds on advertising the borough in 
London. 

A 30-second film — called ‘Think Sandwell’ — is being 
screened near Liverpool Street Station as part of a high- 
profile advertising campaign in the heart of the City’s 
square mile to showcase Sandwell’s assets. 

The film is being shown on an LED screen in Exchange 
Square, near the busy rail station, and talks about the ben¬ 
efits of investing in the borough, showing its convenient 
train links for London and its history as the birthplace of 
industry and home of manufacturing. It is being screened 
until the end of August 

It is hoped it will encourage big London businesses to 
bring jobs to the area. 

Charles Lartey, Sandwell Council’s inward investment 
officer, said: “The purpose of the ad is to stimulate aware¬ 
ness and interest in Sandwell from outside the Midlands. 

“The more businesses we can attract to relocate, trade, 
or invest here, the more contract opportunities there will 
be for existing firms. 

Businesses 

“This in turn means more job opportunities for our 
people in Sandwell, and better prospects for our economy. 
More and more businesses are seeing the benefits of start¬ 
ing up in, or relocating to, Sandwell. 

“Recent success stories include the big accountancy firm 
Crowe, Clark, Whitehill transferring 80 jobs to the 
borough and in October, BT will be creating around 450 
new roles when it opens its landmark call centre at Provi¬ 
dence Place in West Bromwich.” 

The council said it cannot reveal how much taxpayers’ 
cash went on the advertising campaign as it is commer¬ 
cially sensitive but it had negotiated a reduced rate. 

Cabinet member for jobs and economy, Councillor Ian 
Jones, said: “The positive impact felt when a business

“The council gets more income from business rates, 
which can be reinvested in public services and infrastruc¬ 
ture, and of course there are then fewer people relying on 
council support.” 

On the cost of advertising, Cllr Jones added: “We signed 
a confidentiality agreement, meaning we can’t reveal how 
much the film has cost. It was in the thousands but that is 
all we can say — other than that we did pay a reduced rate.

Car rammed and driver hit with bat 


A DRIVER who was attacked 
with a baseball bat by a gang after 
his car was rammed in Smethwick 
was in a “stable condition” in hos¬ 
pital on Monday. 

The 21-year-old from Winson 
Green, suffered serious head injuries 
during the attack. 

Police have arrested a 21-year-old 
man, also from Winson Green, on sus¬ 
picion of attempted murder and he has 
been released on bail. 

The victim was with a friend, 


believed to be in his early 20s, and was 
driving along Manor Road in a Toyota 
Avensis. The car was rammed by a 
BMW which contained three attack¬ 
ers. The victims were dragged from 
the Toyota and hit with a baseball bat. 

The 21-year-old suffered “life 
threatening” injuries but was 
described as being in a stable condi¬ 
tion earlier this week. 

His friend, who fled along Manor 
Road, is not believed to be injured. The 
attackers drove off towards Black- 
heath. 


Detective Inspector Derek Packham 
said the motive for the assault at 
around 2pm on Friday was unclear at 
this stage but it is believed that the 
attackers and victims, all young Asian 
men, knew one another. 

Location 

He said: “The wider community, 
especially in Manor Road, should be 
reassured that there is no other 
special significance attached to the 
location — it just happened to be where 
the men caught up with one another.”

Councillor Mavis Hughes, member 
for Wednesbury South, said: “The cash 
has been spent on the complete over¬ 
haul of the hall downstairs and we 
have also had new toilets put in. Work 
started about a year ago.” 

Removed 

The work to refurbish the building 
saw two huge old safes removed to 
make way for new facilities. 

The two safes, which were housed in 
the former post office, dated back to 


1883 and were removed last March. 
They were taken out to make way for 
the toilets along with a reception area. 

Cllr Hughes added: “This will give 
the whole of the community the 
chance to see what has been going on.” 

The volunteers behind the Old Post 
Office scheme won the lottery funds 
after going head-to-head with another 
community project on TV. 

The public voted for which idea they 
thought was the most deserving of the 
cash. 

Sandwell Mayor Joyce Underhill 
officially opened the building recently. 


Tipton man jailed for 
twice burgling family 
home of his girlfriend 


A FATHER-OF-TWO has 
been jailed for almost four 
years for burgling the Tipton 
home of his girlfriend - twice. 

On the first occasion David 
Glover stole keys to the woman’s 
parents’ Vauxhall Vectra and 
drove around with another man, 
ending with him crashing into a 
lamp post. 

When on bail for that offence, he 
broke into the same house and stole 
£1,000 worth of goods including a TV 
and games console. 

The 24-year-old was has been jailed 
for three years and 10 months. 

He admitted two counts of burglary 
and one of aggravated vehicle taking. 

Adam Bodycote, aged 22, who was a 
passenger in the Vauxhall, was jailed 
for 108 days after he admitted his part 
in the aggravated vehicle taking. 

Abandoned 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
Glover had been drinking with his girl¬ 
friend and her parents at The Lounge 
Bar in Great Bridge before the first 
burglary took place on July 31 last 
year. 


He got in to the house in Tipton 
through an open patio door whilst the 
family were sleeping upstairs. 

The car was found abandoned in 
Tipton, and police were able to link 
Glover, of Arthur Road, Tipton, and 
Bodycote, of Beech Road in Wednes¬ 
bury, to the crime after their DNA was 
found on the car’s airbags. 

The second burglary took place on 
December 18 while Glover was on bail. 
He entered the home in the same way 
with three other people and stole a 50- 
inch TV and a Nintendo Wii and games. 

The court heard two of the men 
involved in that case had already been 
jailed and a third sent to a young 
offenders’ institution. 

Sham Udin, defending Glover, said 
he was remorseful and asked Recorder 
Ben Nicholls to consider the impact a 
long jail sentence would have on his 
two young children. 

But the judge said: “People are enti¬ 
tled to feel secure in their own homes. 

“You knew the household routine, 
you knew the layout of the house, and 
you violated the trust and hospitality 
that had been shown to you previ¬ 
ously.”

A verdict of suicide was given. 


Prison for tree trick on OAPs 


A CONMAN was jailed for 26 weeks 
after he duped a West Bromwich couple 
in their 70s into handing over £800. 

Walsall father-of-four John McDon¬ 
ald told Ronald Clare and his wife 
Ruby, that he had been sent by the 
council to chop down a tree in their 
garden following complaints from a 
neighbour. 

Walsall magistrates heard that 
McDonald, of Booth Street, Blakenall, 
demanded £560 to cut it down and £240 
to hire a skip, in cash. Mrs Rachael 
Smith, prosecuting, said the couple 
handed over the money believing his 
story because of previous complaints. 

McDonald, along with another man, 
cut six branches off the tree. When the 
couple asked for a receipt, McDonald, 


37, drove away. They realised that they 
had been conned and called the police. 

Mrs Smith said: “That money was 
their pension savings.” 

Pregnant 

Mr Denney Lau, defending, said of 
McDonald: “At the time of this offence, 
he was £6,000 in debt. He was strug¬ 
gling because he has four children. His 
partner is pregnant again.” 

Mr Lau said McDonald borrowed a 
van to set up his own business but 
struggled to find work, adding “He was 
desperate. He feels terrible.” 

McDonald, who admitted fraud by 
false representation, has previous con¬ 
victions for similar offences. He was 
ordered to pay £800 compensation.

USERS of a Sandwell community centre 
have offered to buy the building in a bid to 
resolve a dispute with Sandwell Council over 
its future. 

Bosses at the Brook Street Community Centre in 
Tipton have disputed claims by authority chiefs that 
the building needs £100,000 of repairs to bring it up 
to scratch. The facility, which is used by hundreds of 
people every week including pensioners and chil¬ 
dren, could be forced to find a new base after its lease 
with the council expired. 

The authority is considering moving its own staff into 
the building but the centre’s trustees say they are prepared 
to purchase the premises themselves. 

Centre manager Steve Downing said: “The council does 
not need to take Brook Street back, it is choosing to do so. 
We are asking the council to agree a new lease or allow us 
to purchase the freehold.” 

The comments came after Councillor Ian Jones, who is 


considering whether to move staff into the building, said it 
needed £100,000 worth of repairs. 

Mr Downing said: “We are not asking the council to 
spend vast amounts of money. We are happy to take on the 
building as it is.” 

Hundreds of people have signed a petition opposing the 
closure of the centre, on which bosses signed a five-year 
lease in 2006. 

Subsidy 

It is run by a registered charity which receives an annual 
£14,500 subsidy towards rent of the building from the 
council. But when the lease expired last month, the author¬ 
ity stalled over a new deal, although it will continue to sub¬ 
sidise the centre’s rent until a decision is made. 

Despite the pleas from Brook Street bosses, Cllr Jones 
said the bottom line was the need to get the best deal for 
the taxpayer. 

He added: “We are having to relocate thousands of staff 
and if the building is needed then it is needed.”

LEN Crane was just a boy of 11 when 
his passion for steam engines was 
sparked.

Even since his retirement in 2001 Mr 
Crane has continued to host open days at 
the attraction, welcoming hundreds of 
people from all over the country to view the 
engines he has lovingly restored. 

It was his turn to travel when he and his 
wife, who celebrate their 57th wedding 
anniversary this year, went to Trinity 
House in London where they were awarded 
the Transport Trust award by Prince 
Michael of Kent. Speaking about the

award, Mr Crane said he was delighted his 
wife - for so long a supportive presence on 
the sidelines — had been recognised. 

“It was marvellous. Usually I win cups 
and trophies but it’s always me who 
receives them, with Jane in the back¬ 
ground,” he said. “All of a sudden though, 
we receive a letter in April from the Trans¬ 
port Trust for a joint award.” 

Mrs Crane added: “We were so honoured. 
Prince Michael was absolutely charming 
and spoke to each of the award winners 
individually, about his own personal expe¬ 
riences on a steam boat.It’s just so nice to 
receive the award - tea and rock buns are 
usually my recognised speciality.” 

Sixty-seven years since he set out to 


make his first model, Mr Crane has 
restored five engines, some of them weigh¬ 
ing up to 400 tons and worth £250,000. 

The couple can be found most nights at 
their yard in Wombourne, working on the 
engines. 

For eight years, however, the only space 
available was an opening behind their 
garden hedge, working in what Mrs Crane 
described as “very inclement weather”. 

Fortunately, a corner of a unit in Wom¬ 
bourne was offered to them by personal 
friend John Wootton, who also organises 
the steam section of the West Park Show. 

Mrs Crane continued: “I usually join Len 
in the afternoon in the yard to help, and we 
can be there until 9 or 10 some evenings.” 


Mr Crane has just completed nine years’ 
work renovating Endurance, a 1902 Burrell 
Patent Engine that he found in Milborne 
Port, Dorset. With his wife he managed to 
buy, strip down and rebuild it, right up to 
the final paintwork. 

It was displayed at the beginning of June 
at Wolverhampton’s West Park and has 
been on show at the Black Country Living 
Museum in Dudley, since then. 

Mr Crane has, alongside his lifetime’s 
work on steam engines, also won the 
Motocross British Championship twice. 

He had just returned from two years’ 
National Service with the Royal Engineers 
on the day of a very special motocross race.

“I’m passionate 
about the regeneration of the Windmill Eye 
area of Smethwick and these homes are an 
important part of that.” 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet member for 
housing Councillor Simon Hackett added: 
“These are the first new council homes to be 
built in Sandwell for some years and I’m 
really pleased to see people now moving in. 

Needs 

“It’s also good to work with Sandwell resi¬ 
dents like Mr Radman to meet their needs. I 
hope everyone living there is really happy in 
their new home.” 

Mr Radman said: “Our home is really nice 
and all the people who have helped us are 
lovely and friendly. We’re very happy here 
because our home has space for my son’s elec¬ 
tric wheelchair.” 

Christine Seaton, area manager for the 
HCA Midlands said: “The HCA is pleased to 
have supported Sandwell Council’s ambi¬ 
tions to build more new council homes for the 
community in Smethwick. 


“We have worked to ensure that the homes 
have been built to a high design standard and 
respond well to local need, providing a good 
mix of housing, including much-needed 
larger homes.” 

David Gough, regional director for Lovell 
in the Midlands, said: “It is very satisfying 
when all your work is complete and you can 
see the way these new homes are actually 
changing people’s lives for the better. 

“We’ve enjoyed working in partnership 
with Sandwell Council and look forward to 
working together again for the benefit of the 
people of Sandwell.” 

Residents were not the only ones to feel the 
benefit of the project as affordable housing 
and regeneration specialists Lovell took on 
seven young apprentices to work on the 
development through Sandwell Council’s 
Think Local Construction scheme. These 
apprentices gained invaluable experience 
during the project. 

A second development of new council 
homes at Raglan Road, Smethwick, is due for 
completion in the autumn.
